If Oscar nominations or Tony 
Awards were represented mon- 
clarily in the Ulniied Slates, 
Jane Alexander would be one of 
the highest-paid actresses in the 
business. And that she is not. 
She has engaged her 1alent in 
some of the best projects to 
tome out of the cinema, 
television and thc theatre, Her 
films ~ The Greut H'hite Hope. 
A the President's Men, Kramcy 
ı3. Aramer, for all of which she 
received Oscar nominations — 
have been seen in Britain; so 
has some of her television work: 
Eleanor and Franklin, and its 
sequel, and Plane Jor Tine. 
Most of her work. howrver, is 
on ihe New York stlajye or in 
regional theatre. She won a Best 
Acıress Tony for the original 
stage production of Great While 
Hope. 

“If 'm not on lhe stage once 
a ycar J gel very nervous. I's 
my home,” says Ms Alexander 
from her comforlable. river- 
vicw apartment on Manhattan's 
West Side before she leaves for 
the Roundabout Theatre, where 
she is performing in Harold 
Pinter’s Od Times wilh An- 
ıhony Hopkins and Marsha 
Mason. 

For kcr performance in the 
anti-nuclear war film Testa- 
nıcıt, which Opens at the Plaza 
this week, she has received yel 
another Oscar nomination. “I 
thiok, it's Shirley MacLaine’s 
vcar.” says Alexander candidly, 
“but Tm so happy to be 
nominated because the film 
hasn't been released in many 
cities and now it will probably 
get more attention.” 

In Testament, Alexander 
plays Carol Wetherly, the 
mother of three children. She is 
sorting out the usual family 
crises when a nuclear cxplosion 
occurs in northern California. It 
is one of the Strengths of 1he 
film that the exact nature of the 
cxplosion is never described.

` We have, in effect, crealed an 
institution that is wiser thar any of 
its encumbents, and balanced it 
against a parliament in which 1he 
energies of the members are 
rendered comparatively harmless by 
the oppressive weight of .their 
official business. 

It remains to be seen whether the 
modem republic will ieve so 
happy a balance ~ and, in particular, 
whether it will provide ‘for the 
intelectual leader an office cquiva. 
lent to that of constitutional 
monarch. an office which contains 
more wisdom than the head of iis 
occupant. So far. the results have 
not been very encouraging. Consider 
Lenin and Stalin - autodidacts of 
immense range. who consciously 
identified themselves as men of 
ideas. and who justified their crimes 
in terms of a vision which they alone 
knew how to realize. Consider 
Hitler. painter, dreamer. playwright 
and philosopher, or Mfao, who 
summed up the matter with the 
words “no army can resist an idea 
whose time has come". 

Consider, finally. the Iranian 
intellectual whose philosophy of 
“theocratic guardianship” moved 
him to reıurn to his homeland after 
years of justified exile in order 1o 
replace the divine right of inherit 
ance with the divine right of truth, 

. Such cases illustrate the dangers 
inberent in the doctrine of an 
*iyJellectual right”. The king whose 
power is justified by divine right 
knows that he is answerable to a 
power who is, in the end, “absolute 
sole lord of life and death". The 
intellectual knows no such thing, but 
only that what he thinks is right The 
intellectual justifies his assumption 
of power by referring 10 the 
impeccable truth or reasonableness 
of bis ideas; hence his capacily to 
tolerate opposidion is jeopardized by 
his newfound ability to silence it. 

Is it not obvhous, therefore, that 
the doctrine of “intellectual right" 
leads naturally to the extinction of 
all opposing positicns, and all rival 
ways of thought? Ir other words, is 
it not obvious that the superstition 
refutes itself, by extinguishing the 
very intelectual light hat it claims 
to worship? 

Recently. Le Monde tan a series 
of articles entitled “The Silence of 
the Intellecwals", lamerzing the 
absence of the “political cortscious« 
ness” which had reigned supreme in 
ihe 1960s and 1970s. What has 
happened, it asked, to hose 
fulminating intellects who provided 
such an inspiration to the left in the 
dark days of opposiüion, and who 
established the lefts “right divine lo 
govem wrong? The answer is 
simple. They are in power. No 
wondcr they are keeping quiet.

Kingship therefore represents, in the 
eyes of the ordinary subject, the 
accidenilal quality of bis own 
condition, and, by reminding him of 
the immutable facts of human 
destiny. reconciles him to the 
discipline of government. Hence 
government by a monarch is fairly 
likely to be government by consent. 

Moreover, heriditary monarchy 
ig, in a sense, the most representar 
tive form of government. Hereditary 
entilement means that, by a natural 
process, every human type ~ 
including the fazy, the stupid, the 
obdurate, and the insane ~ has a 
chance of sitting in the seat of 
power.

Every member is allowed only 
one question, which must be imied 
to two or three sentences, each 
couched as a question. The capacity 
of the British political system to 


answers would be under- 
stood by our Wi when he 
learned that the ini ive was 
the compulsory mode of speech of 
its politician. 

As a method of exercising scrutiny 


of the executive Question Time is 
visibly inadequate. Anyone who has 
addressed public meetings long 
enough to become a minister of the 
Crown has to know how to slip out 
from under a difficult point wien 
the questioner has no right of 
challenging the answer.

An emissary from the LDDC 
arrived at the exhibit and asked for 
the release to be’ withdrawn, or the 
coach would have 10 be removed, 
The document was never distributed

Rates levy on moorings

Sir. The effect of the Rates Bill on 
the mooring of smail vessels, 10 
which Mr. G. H. Gower draws 
attention {February 23). is likely lo 
be more serious than he realizes. My 
understanding of the situation is 
that swinging moorings are already 
rateable under the General Rate Act 
1967, but that the identifying and 
1racing occupants of these moorings 
makes the actual levying of rates 
impracticable as the cost of collec- 
tion would far exceed any revenue. 

The new Rates Bill, in schedule 2, 
enables valuation officers to treat 
1wo or more moorings on the same 
land (whatever that may mean) as a 
unit, and to demand the rates from 
the landowner, who will be obliged 
to act as unpaid rate collector and 
will doubtless pass on the charge to 
the occupiers of the moorings. 

This will inevitably lead to the 
development of a rash of moorings 
in Separate ownership and occu- 
patio. These will be less well 
organized than existing moorings, 
many of which are owned by clubs 
or boatyards, but will, in actual 
practice, be unrated. Obstruction to 
navigable waterways and an increase 
in hazarês to vessels will inevitably 
occur. 

În the interests of all concerned I 
trust that the Government will have 
further 1houghtşs about the conse- 
quences of this part ofthe Bill.

The courts are in fact well able. 
10 investigate matters of conduct 


and reach conclusions upon

Furthermore, judges can limit 
the scope of an inquiry into 
conduct and often do so. As for. 


the exacerbation of bitterness 


and waste of costs, these Con- 


siderations are outweighed by 
the greater danger of inducing a 
deep sense of injustice in a 


spouse who has bcen shut out by 


the court from making serious 


and well-founded allegations of 


conduct against the other party. 


Jn the law of divorce, the dictates . 


of convenience must give way tO 
1he demands of justice. 

In many cases, of course, 
conduct is unlikely to have much 
bearing on the final outcome, 


firstly because responsibility for 


marnage own is often 
shared in similar proportions, 
and secondly because conduct is 
only one of a number of factors 
which the court has to 1ake into 
account. The interesls of the 
cbildren have a first ciaim to 


consideration, and the length of 


the marriage, the parties’ respect- 
ive contributions. their needs, 
their ages, and thcir past stan- 
dard of living, are all t1mportant 
matiers to be weighed in the 
balance. Nevertheless, there is 
no reasoa why serious miscon- 
duct, even if it does not qualify 
as “obvious and gross”, should 
be disregarded altogether. Most 
people have a keen sense of right 
and wrong, and in reflecting that 
sense the Bill strikes a sound 
balance.

and gross", For a shorl period 
afterwards, there was a tendency 
on the part of the courts to treat 
the “obvious and gross” formula 
almost is jif it amended the 
statute iiself.

Should conduct play a part in 
the court's decision? It is said 
thal the question of conducl is 
not justiciable, that it can be 
difficult for a court to ascertain 
responsibility for the breakdown 
of a marriage, and that to 
invesligale conduct exacerbates 
bitlerness and wastes Costs. 
These are formidable arguments, 
but they cannot be allowed 1o 
prevail over the need to do 
justice. The husband who no 
longer finds his wife attractive 
and goes off with a younger 
woman; the wife who leaves 
because she has become bored

Today in the House of Com-= 
mons the S§pecial Standing 
Commilice starls work on the 
Niatrimonial and Family Pro- 
ccedings Bill.

When one looks. for inslarice. 
al the vast memory promised 
for the new Sinclair QL, one can 
only ask: why?
